“During the years of war store buy¬ 
ers found it almost impossible to get 
goods. They paid whatever prices 
wore asked, and then were only able 
to get perhaps half their order. The 
year following the declaration of peace 
was even worse. Thousands of men 
were demobilized from the army. 
They were all anxious to get into civ¬ 
ilian clothes again. They all had 
money. Price was of little account, 
s>o long as they could get what Jthey 
wanted. Warned by past experience, 
buyers flooded the market for this 
season’s goods.' They bought every¬ 
thing in sight. But the manufactur¬ 
ers had caught up. They were well 
stocked with goods and orders were 
filled promptly and in entirety. Add¬ 
ed this they locked up uncancelled 
back orders and filled them too. Al¬ 
most every, retail merchant has had 
the experience of finding bales of 
goods come to hand, £ven .the order 
for which he had long since forgotten. 
An unusually mild fall added to the 
trouble df the retailer with the result 
that prices have been in many -cases 
cut in two.

“To put the situation in a nutshell. 
Retail prices have dropped anywhere 
from 20 to 50 per cent. Wholesale 
prices have dropped approximately 
only 10 per cent.

Police Issue Permits To 
Carry V ar ious F irearms 

The attorney general’s department 
is calling the attention of police au¬ 
thorities throughout the province to 
the criminal code amendments in re¬ 
spect to the carrying 'or owning of 
firearms. Under* the new regulations, 
as recently published, “any one who 
has in his possession any caonon, 
machine gun, rifle, gun, N revolver, pis¬ 
tol, or (other firearm, without having 
a permit therefore, shall be liable to 
a penalty not exceeding $100 and 
oosts, or to imprisonment for three 
months.” 

Permits are good for twelve months 
and may be issued by an officer of 
the Royal Mounted police, commis¬ 
sioner (of dominion police, superin¬ 
tendent of provincial police, police 
gistrate or sheriff or chief constable 
of any city or toyvn, the only requisite 
being that the person granting such 
permit must be satisfied that the ap¬ 
plicant is a person of discretion and 
good character. 

The exception to the rule is that j 
the case of a British subject owning 
a shotgun prior to the passing 'of the 
act, no permit is necessary.

It was estimated that not less 
than sixty per *cent. of th^ young 
i:<w s that would normally have gone 
nto breeding for spring litters were 
sent to the packing plants and that 
the breeding season for the rest of 
them did not prove by any means suc¬ 
cessful: so that there is very /little 
stock tic< market this year. It looked 
good to have the early fall quotations 
cavoring around twenty-two cents. 
>ut this season's big crop was back¬ 
ward, and on account iof there being 
no feed supply from last year under 
two and one-half cents a pound the 
apparently good market did not do 
anybody any gotod. The Edmonton 
‘.plants, for example have been import¬ 
ing from east eighty-five per cent, 
of their hog supi’ly^for local trade. 
Farmers are now paying big prices 
for breeding sows to get in fast again 
and it sems that st is a rather fre¬ 
quent mistake arrfcug farmers to both 
buy and sell at Le wrong time. A 
man cannot go oi. of big stock such 
a s horses or cattljr entirely but he is

Oily waste, which has been used to 
wipe off machinery, should -never, be 
thrown carelessly into a corner, but 
should be kept in a metal .container 
and removed from the prelmises daily. 

Householders should exercise great 
care in connection with cloths which 
have been used for polishing furniture 
ond hardwood floors. 

Sawdust -mixed with linseed oil, 
will ignite in a few htours. 

Cotton waste saturated with linseed 
oil will burn in from two to ten hours 

Most vegetable substances, as well 
as oatmeal or bran, when packed to¬ 
gether in a confi'|ed place, without 
being sufficiently pry, undergio. fer¬ 
mentation or heatyig, and are liable 
to t^,ke fire. 

I tis well known that hay, when 
stored away too green or wet, is very 
liable to set barns on fire by the heat 
generated in fermentation. It is 
claimed that if the mow is pierced 
with holes tk> permit escape of the 
gases and heat generated, no combus¬ 
tion ican take place. 

Fires have been knowm to occiir 
from the heat of the sun concentrated 
upon light,, combustible materials, 
such as shavings, oily ootton, or saw¬ 
dust, through imperfect panes of win¬ 
dow glass, which serve the purpose 
of a “burning lens.” 

Keep your premises clean. Do not 
allow rubbish to accumulate in dark 
corners, closets tor concealed places. 

Help keep down the cost of your 
insurance premiums.

Common Fire Dangers 

Spontaneous combustion probably 
causes more fires than are attributed 
to it, from the fact that in order to 
determine whether a fire originates In 
his manner or not, it must necessar¬ 
ily be detected at its very commence¬ 
ment, and before the flames have de¬ 
stroyed the evidence of its 'cause. 

It is only within rcent years that 
spontaneous combustion has been rea¬ 
sonably understood. The investiga¬ 
tion and explanation of scientific en, 
coupled with the efforts of fire under¬ 
writers, in collecting and publishing 
the causes of fires, has led to the 
acceptance by the general public of 
the fact that it is possible to ignite 
many subsances without the appli¬ 
cation of fire, heat tor flame, merely 
by the chemical action of the mater¬ 
ials themselves. 

Spontaneous ctombustion is general¬ 
ly due to the absorption of oxygen 
from the atmosphere by various sub¬ 
stances which have an affinity for ot. 

The rapid drying of 'certain kinds 
of oils, especially vegetable oils, like
